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THE  SPECIAL  MILK  PROGRAM 
Its  Effect  on  Consumption  in  St.  Louis  and  Los  Angeles  Schools

HIGHLIGHTS 


Marked  increases  took  place  in  the  aver- 
age daily  milk  consumption  per  pupil  in  St. 
Louis  and  Los  Angeles  public  schools  serv- 
ing milk  after  introduction  of  the  Special 
Milk  Program  in  1955.  The  average  daily 
consumption  of  milk  per  pupil  in  high  schools 
more  than  doubled  in  both  cities.  In  the  St. 
Louis  elementary  schools,  daily  consump- 
tion rose  by  50  percent- -in  Los  Angeles  by 
68  percent. 

Several  factors  contributed  to  this  rise 
in  consumption.  The  price  charged  pupils 
per  unit  for  non-meal  milk  was  greatly 
reduced.  In  St.  Louis,  after  introduction  of 
the  Program,  the  price  per  half-pint  was 
reduced  by  approximately  one-half  in  both 
elementary  and  high  schools.  In  Los  Angeles 
elementary  schools,  milk  was  reduced  in 
price  about  one-third,  in  high  schools,  by 
one -half. 

At  the  time  the  Special  Milk  Program 
was  initiated  in  the  Los  Angeles  city 
schools,  the  size  of  the  container  was 
changed  from  one -half  pint  to  one -third 
quart.  The  effect  of  this  change  on  con- 
sumption was  not  independently  evaluated. 

Increases  in  milk  consumption  appeared 
to  be  closely  related  to  income  levels  in 
the  school  districts.  Consumption  increased 
most  among  children  from  low-income  areas 
in  both  elementary  and  high  schools  in  both 
cities,  with  two  exceptions:  In  St.  Louis 
elementary  schools  with  milk  stations,  in- 
creases were  greatest  in  the  low-  and 
middle-income  groups;  in  Los  Angeles 
senior  high  schools,  increases  were  great- 
est among  pupils  from  middle-income  dis- 
tricts. 

For  the  most  part,  the  Special  Milk 
Program  appeared  to  equalize  the  level  of 
milk  consumption  among  children  from  the 
different  income  districts.  In  general,  the 
demand  for  milk  at  school  was  considerably 
more    elastic    among    children    from    low- 


income  districts  than  for  those  pupils  from 
medium-  or  high-income  areas. 

Children  attending  schools  in  districts 
where  the  adults  were  of  low  and  middle 
educational  level  showed  the  most  sub- 
stantial gains  in  milk  consumption  after 
introduction  of  the  program.  As  with  the 
income  factor,  large  increases  in  con- 
sumption among  pupils  from  the  lower  edu- 
cational districts  tended  to  bring  per  capita 
consumption  closer  to  the  high-education 
group. 

Changes  in  rates  of  milk  consumption  by 
pupils  attending  different  size  schools  did 
not  reveal  any  consistent  patterns. 

Availability  of  milk  in  the  schools  is  also 
an  influencing  factor  on  consumption.  Con- 
sumption increased  more  in  elementary 
schools  offering  milk  at  noon  and  recess 
than  in  those  schools  offering  milk  only  at 
noon  time.  Pupils  in  schools  offering  two 
additional  servings  of  milk  other  than  with 
the  noon  meal  increased  their  consumption 
more  in  the  Los  Angeles  secondary  schools 
than  when  only  one  additional  serving  was 
made.  In  contrast,  however,  two  additional 
servings  in  the  Los  Angeles  elementary 
schools  did  not  produce  a  greater  increase 
in  consumption  than  one  additional  offer- 
ing. 

In  both  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
of  Los  Angeles,  chocolate  drink  consumption 
decreased.  There  was  evidently  a  partial 
substitution  of  whole  milk  for  chocolate 
drink.  The  price  of  whole  milk  was  reduced 
in  the  1955-56  school  year  while  the  price 
of  chocolate  drink  remained  about  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year. 

When  chocolate  drink  and  plain  milk  con- 
sumption were  combined,  increases  were 
greatest  in  schools  serving  only  plain  milk. 
These  schools  had  a  lower  initial  rate  of 
consumption,  and  the  greater  gains,  per- 
centagewise,  tended  to   equalize   total  milk 


and  chocolate  drink  consumption  between 
such  schools  and  those  serving  chocolate 
drink. 

The  consumption  of  milk  with  meals  in 
the  St.  Louis  elementary  schools  decreased 
slightly  from  September-February  1954-55 


to  September-February  1955-56,  but  re- 
mained the  same  during  March- June  1956 
compared  with  March- June  1955.  In  the 
Los  Angeles  elementary  schools  consump- 
tion of  milk  with  meals  as  well  as  at  other 
times  increased  under  the  Program. 


BACKGROUND 


Nationally,  the  Special  Milk  Program  is 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  within  the  States  by  State 
educational  agencies.  These  agencies  use 
Federal  funds  provided  by  the  Department 
to  reimburse  individual  schools  for  reducing 
the  price  of  milk  to  pupils.  Fifty  million 
dollars  was  authorized  for  this  program  for 
the  1955  fiscal  year,  60  million  for  the 
following  year,  and  75  million  for  each  of 
the  1957  and  1958  fiscal  years.  Beginning 
with  the  1957  fiscal  year,  the  program  was 
broadened  to  include  other  nonprofit  insti- 
tutions devoted  to  the  care  and  training  of 
children. 

Experiments  to  determine  the  effects  of 
the  Special  Milk  Program  in  certain  locali- 
ties in  the  1954-55  school  year  were  con- 
ducted by  17  State  Departments  of  Educa- 
tion.1 These  studies  were  designed  to 
appraise  certain  changes  in  the  Special 
Milk  Program,  mainly  price -quantity  rela- 
tionships, participation  in  the  Program, 
availability  and  introduction  of  vending 
machines;  and  to  determine  basic  attitudes 
and  opinions  of  the  school  administrators 
on  the  merits  and  problems  of  the  program. 
Milk  consumption  increased  more  in  ele- 
mentary schools  having  low  rates  of  previous 
participation  in  the  school's  milk  program 
than  in  elementary  schools  having  high 
rates  of  previous  participation.  In  addition, 
consumption  increased  most  in  schools 
offering  increases  in  times  of  service.  In 
one  case  it  was  found  that  a  two-price 
system  (regular  price  for  first  half-pint 
and  a  reduced  price  thereafter)  resulted  in 
larger  percentage  increases  than  a  one- 
price  system  (a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
all  milk).  In  another  instance  it  was  found 
that  boys  increased  their  consumption  by 
10  percent  while  girls  decreased  their 
consumption  1  percent.  Attitudes  and  opin- 
ions of  school  administrators  and  lunch 
officials  were  found  to  affect  the  success  of 
the     milk    program    markedly.    Since     only

parts  of  the  1954-55  school  year  were 
covered  by  each  experiment,  further  study 
covering  an  entire  school  year  was  deemed 
advisable. 

A  study  was  conducted  to  determine  and 
evaluate  the  effects  of  certain  factors  on 
milk  consumption  in  St.  Louis  and  Los 
Angeles  City  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  in  the  1954-55  and  1955-56  school 
years.  The  Special  Milk  Program  was 
introduced  on  a  city-wide  basis  in  St.  Louis 
in  March  1955  for  elementary  schools  with 
cafeterias;  in  September  1955  for  elemen- 
tary schools  with  milk  stations;  and  in 
late  February  1956  for  high  schools.  In 
Los  Angeles  the  Program  was  introduced 
for  all  schools  in  September  1955.  Com- 
plete records  for  the  2  school  years  were 
obtained  for  all  schools  in  both  cities. 
For  the  elementary  schools,  data  were 
available  to  indicate  quantities  of  milk 
served  with  complete  lunches  and  quanti- 
ties served  other  than  with  lunch.  For  high 
schools,  however,  only  total  quantities  were 
available. 

Factors  studied  included  price,  availabil- 
ity of  milk,  income  and  educational  levels 
of  adults  in  the  school  districts,  size  of 
school,  grade  level  of  pupils,  and  availabil- 
ity of  chocolate  drink.  While  certain  cross- 
relationships  among  these  factors  exist, 
when  data  were  grouped  into  each  of  these 
categories  definite  consumption  patterns 
were  revealed. 

All  schools  serving  milk  were  grouped 
by  each  of  the  categories  specified.  All  of 
the  students  in  schools  serving  milk  were 
included  in  the  calculations  of  per  capita 
consumption  and  rates  of  change  from  one 
year  to  another. 

In  St.  Louis,  little  change  occurred  in  the 
number  of  public  elementary  schools  with 
cafeterias  and  the  number  of  schools  with 
milk  stations  between  school  years  1954-55 
and  1955-56  (table  1).J  And  little  change 
took  place  in  the  total  number  of  elementary 
schools  during  the  2  years.  The  number  of 
high    schools  did  not  change.  All  of  the  high

schools  and  about  70  out  of  about  110  ele- 
mentary schools  served  milk  during  both 
school  years. 

In  Los  Angeles,  during  the  1954-55 
school  year,  the  number  of  elementary 
schools  with  cafeterias  ranged  from  195 
to    212   and  the   number   with   milk    stations 


from  147  to  155.  In  the  following  school 
year  some  of  the  schools  with  milk  sta- 
tions shifted  to  a  cafeteria  basis,  chang- 
ing the  relative  numbers  of  each  (table 
7).  Most  of  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  had  cafeterias  during  both  school 
years.

CHANGES  IN  MILK  CONSUMPTION  IN 
ST.  LOUIS  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


In  March  1955,  the  St.  Louis  elementary 
schools  with  cafeterias  entered  the  Special 
Milk  Program,  permitting  the  price  charged 
pupils  per  half-pint  of  milk  to  be  reduced 
from  7J  cents  to  5  cents.  Average  daily 
consumption  of  milk  per  pupil,  excluding 
that  served  with  meals,  was  60  percent 
greater  in  the  period  March- June  1955  than 
in  the  earlier  part  of  the  school  year.  This 
comparison,  however,  includes  some  sea- 
sonal factors  affecting  consumption,  the 
effects  of  which  are  not  known. 

In  September  1955  the  Program  was  con- 
tinued in  schools  with  cafeterias  and  ex- 
panded to  include  schools  with  milk  stations 
(no  food  service  except  milk).  The  price 
charged  pupils  was  further  reduced  from 
5  to  3  cents  in  cafeterias  and  from  6  to  3 
cents  in  schools  with  milk  stations. 

When  the  price  was  reduced  from  7j 
cents  a  half-pint  to  3  cents --a  60  percent 
reduction- -for  the  period  September  1955 
through  February  1956  in  the  schools  with 
cafeterias,  milk  consumption  per  pupil, 
exclusive  of  that  served  with  meals,  in- 
creased substantially  over  the  previous 
year,  while  milk  consumed  with  meals 
dropped   slightly.    During   the  period  March 


through  June  1956,  when  the  price  was  3 
cents  a  half-pint  of  milk  compared  with  5 
cents  during  the  same  period  in  1955,  con- 
sumption of  non-meal  milk  increased  while 
milk  served  with  meals  remained  the  same, 
resulting  in  a  net  gain.  Average  daily  con- 
sumption of  milk  with  meals  was  high 
compared  to  non-meal  milk  during  the 
1954-55  school  year,  and  remained  higher 
during  most  of  the   1955-56  school  year. 

When  the  price  was  cut  in  half  in  the 
elementary  schools  with  milk  stations, 
average  daily  consumption  of  milk  per  pupil 
increased  substantially  in  1955-56  as  com- 
pared to  a  year  earlier. 

Comparison  between  the  2  school  years 
for  all  elementary  schools  serving  milk, 
including  schools  with  cafeterias  and  schools 
with  milk  stations,  revealed  a  50-percent 
increase  in  average  daily  consumption  per 
pupil  in  1955-56  over  1954-55.  For  the 
period  September  1955  through  February 
1956,  the  increase  in  consumption  over  a 
year  earlier--for  the  period  before  the 
milk  program  was  introduced- -was  some- 
thing over  50  percent.  For  the  period  of 
March  through  June  1956,  the  increase  in 
consumption    over    a  year  earlier,  when  the 


price  per  half-pint  was  initially  reduced  to 
5  cents,  averaged  somewhat  less  than  50 
percent  (table  1). 

In  late  February  1956,  the  entrance  of 
the  St.  Louis  high  schools  into  the  Program 
enabled  the  high  schools  to  reduce  the  price 
of  milk  from  l\  cents  a  half-pint  to  3^  cents 
a  half-pint.  With  this  price  reduction,  aver- 
age daily  consumption  of  milk  per  pupil 
more  than  doubled  over  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier. 

While  it  is  apparent  that  price  had  a 
marked  effect  on  milk  consumption  in  the 
St.  Louis  schools,  additional  factors  also 
influenced  increased  consumption.  In  this 
report,  an  analysis  of  the  effect  of  such 
other  factors  on  milk  consumption  in  St. 
Louis  elementary  schools  will  deal  pri- 
marily with  non-meal  milk,  with  some 
supporting  statements  on  milk  consumption 
with  meals. 

Income  Level.- -It  has  generally  been 
assumed  that  pupils  from  low-income  areas 
consume  less  milk  per  capita  than  those 
from  high-income  areas  and  that  pupils 
from  low-income  areas  would  show  greater 
response  to  price  reduction.  This  was  con- 
firmed in  both  elementary  schools  with 
cafeterias  and  high  schools  (table  2). 

Pupils  in  elementary  schools  with  cafe- 
terias drank  more  milk  in  response  to  a 
60-percent  price  reduction  than  when  the 
price  was  reduced  40  percent.  In  both  in- 
stances, the  marked  increase  in  consumption 
of  milk  among  pupils  in  the  low-  and 
middle-income  districts  tended  to  equalize 
per  capita  consumption  of  non-meal  milk 
in  all  3  income  groups.  Milk  that  pupils 
consumed  with  meals  increased  in  the  low- 
income  districts,  decreased  in  the  middle- 
income  districts,  and  remained  about  the 
same  in  the  high-income  areas.  Based  on 
these  findings,  the  greatest  potential  market 
for  milk  in  schools  appears  to  be  among 
children  coming  from  low-income  families, 
but  potentials  for  increase  also  apparently 
exist  for  children  from  other  income  groups . 

Pupils  in  elementary  schools  with  milk 
stations  serving  low-  and  middle-income 
districts  increased  their  milk  consumption 
more  than  those  in  high-income  districts 
after  the  reduction  in  price.  Average  daily 
consumption  per  pupil  was  the  same  in  all 
3  groups  during  the  base  period,  and  in- 
creased the  same  amount  after  the  price 
reduction  in  the  low-  and  middle -income 
groups.  The  consumption  rate  did  not  in- 
crease nearly  as  much  in  the  high-income 
districts.  These  data  indicate  that  pupils 
from    high-income     districts    were    nearer 


their  "total  consumption  saturation  point" 
during  the  initial  year,  and  that  home  con- 
sumption was  at  a  level  to  satisfy  a  large 
proportion  of  their  needs.  It  shouldbe  noted, 
however,  that  this  study  contains  no  experi- 
mental evidence  bearing  on  this  point.  One 
of  the  conclusions  of  a  study  in  Wisconsin, 
however,  showed  that  most  of  the  increased 
consumption  of  milk  at  school  was  new 
consumption  and  did  not  replace  the  child's 
home  consumption.3  A  study  of  milk  con- 
sumption in  the  home  as  related  to  shifts 
in  consumption  in  the  schools  would  permit 
an  evaluation  of  total  consumption  patterns 
of  United  States  school  children. 

As  in  the  elementary  schools,  pupils  in 
high  schools  serving  low-income  districts 
were  most  responsive  to  price  reduction  in 
terms  of  increased  consumption.  After  the 
price  reduction,  the  increased  milk  con- 
sumption by  pupils,  especially  from  low- 
and  middle-income  districts,  equalized  the 
consumption  rate  in  all  3  groups  at  about 
one -half  pint  per  pupil  per  day. 

During  the  1955-56  school  year  in  ele- 
mentary schools  with  cafeterias,  milk  given 
free  to  pupils--small  in  total  quantity- 
decreased  100  percent  in  high -income  areas, 
50  percent  in  middle-income  areas  and 
remained  the  same  in  low-income  districts. 
In  elementary  schools  with  milk  stations, 
consumption  of  free  milk  remainedthe  same 
in  the  high-  and  middle-income  districts 
and  decreased  substantially  in  low-income 
areas. 

Educational  Level. --When  this  study  was 
initiated,  it  was  anticipated  that  pupils  from 
areas  in  which  the  educational  level  of 
adults  was  relatively  low  would  have  a  low 
milk  consumption  rate  and  would  respond 
more  readily  to  a  price  reduction  than 
pupils  in  the  high-educational  level  areas. 
This  theory  held  true  for  both  the  elemen- 
tary schools  with  cafeterias  andhigh  schools 
(table  3). 

Educational  level  of  adults  in  the  districts 
served  by  the  schools  had  a  noticeable  effect 
on  milk  consumption  of  pupils  in  elementary 
schools  with  cafeterias.4  During  September 
1955-February  1956,  pupils  in  elementary 
schools  with  cafeterias  serving  low-educa- 
tional level  districts  increased  their  non- 
meal  milk  consumption  more  than  those 
from  middle-  and  high-educational  level 
districts.    Milk    consumed  with  meals    de-

creased  in  both  the  low-  and  high-educa- 
tional areas,  and  increased  slightly  in 
middle -educational  areas  during  the  period 
September  1955  through  February  1956,  as 
compared  to  a  year  earlier. 

During  March- June  1956,  pupils  in  ele- 
mentary schools  with  cafeterias  consumed 
more  milk  than  during  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier.  But  the  increases  during  this 
four-month  period  were  substantially 
smaller  than  those  during  September  through 
February.  This  difference  was  associated 
largely  with  a  higher  base  level  of  con- 
sumption and  a  smaller  price  decrease  for 
the  March- June  period.  During  the  period 
March  through  June  1956,  pupils  consumed 
the  same  quantity  of  milk  with  meals  in 
areas  of  high-  and  middle -education  and 
decreased  their  consumption  by  10  percent 
in  low- educational  areas  as  compared  to 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  When  non- 
meal  milk  was  included,  the  net  increase 
in  consumption  from  March  to  June  1956 
was  greatest  in  low-education  areas. 

As  was  found  for  income,  the  marked 
increase    in  per   pupil   consumption  of  non- 


meal  milk  in  elementary  schools  with  cafe- 
terias from  low-  and  middle-educational 
districts  tended  to  equalize  consumption  in 
all  3  groups. 

Differences  in  consumption  increases 
from  the  1954-55  school  yeartothe  1955-56 
school  year  in  elementary  schools  with  milk 
stations  were  not  so  pronounced  as  for 
pupils  in  schools  with  cafeterias.  After  the 
price  reduction,  however,  milk  consumption 
per  day  in  schools  with  milk  stations  was 
greatest  in  the  areas  of  least  schooling. 

As  was  the  case  in  the  elementary 
schools,  a  sharp  increase  in  the  rate  of 
milk  consumption  by  high  school  pupils  was 
found  in  the  low- educational  districts.  The 
range  in  average  daily  per  capita  intake  of 
milk  by  high  school  pupils  from  the  three 
educational  level  districts  was  reduced  in 
March- June  1956  as  compared  with  the 
same  months  of  the  previous  year.  Con- 
trasted to  the  consumption  situation  in 
elementary  schools  with  milk  stations,  high 
school  pupils  from  areas  of  greatest  school- 
ing consumed  at  the  highest  daily  per  capita 
rate.

These  data  would  seem  to  suggest  a  high 
association  between  levels  of  family  income 
and  adult  education  in  that  the  rate  of  con- 
sumption increase  was  in  the  same  direction 
and  of  a  similar  magnitude  for  pupils  from 
both  areas  of  least  schooling  and  lowest 
income. 

Size  of  School. --Data  on  consumption  of 
milk  were  classified  by  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  school  to  ascertain  whether  any  rela- 
tionship existed  between  the  level  of  con- 
sumption and  size  of  school.  In  comparing 
the  rate  of  change  in  consumption  of  milk, 
it  was  found  that  pupils  in  medium- sized 
elementary  schools  showed  the  largest 
increases  during  the  1955-56  school  year 
as  compared  to  the  1954-55  school  year 
(table  4).  The  smaller  increases  that  took 
place  in  consumption  of  non-meal  milk 
during  the  period  March  through  June  1956, 
as  contrasted  to  the  period  September  1955 
through  February  1956,  may  be  attributed 
to  a  higher  level  of  consumption  during  the 
period  March  through  June  1955,  and  a 
smaller  reduction  in  the  price  of  milk.  In 
contrast   to   the    situation   found   in   the  ele- 


mentary schools,  pupils  in  small  high 
schools  had  the  highest  rate  of  consumption 
increase  (table  4). 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  con- 
sumption level  of  milk  served  with  meals 
in  elementary  schools  to  ascertain  whether 
the  marked  increase  in  consumption  of 
non-meal  milk  had  affected  consumption  at 
mealtime.  No  decrease  was  found  in  the 
quantity  of  milk  consumed  by  pupils  in 
large-  and  medium-sized  elementary 
schools  with  cafeterias;  but  a  decrease  in 
consumption  with  meals  was  found  in  the 
small  schools.  Small  high  schools  were 
located  predominately  in  middle-income 
districts  and  the  medium- sized  high  schools 
were  found  for  the  most  part  in  high-income 
areas.  This  factor  may  account  in  part  for 
the  higher  initial  consumption  of  milk  in  the 
medium-sized  high  schools  and  the  lower 
percentage  rate  of  increase  in  consumption 
after  the  price  reduction. 

Grade  Level.- -Age  of  students,  as  indi- 
cated by  grade  level,  was  selected  as  a 
factor  to  determine  if  there  were  any 
appreciable    differences    in   per  capita  con-

sumption  rates  at  the  various  age  levels. 
Increases  in  consumption  of  non-meal  milk 
in  cafeterias  were  found  to  be  greatest  in 
grades  5  through  8  during  the  period  Sep- 
tember 1955  through  February  1956  and  in 
grades  kindergarten  through  6  during  the 
period  March  through  June  1956,  compared 
with  the  same  periods  a  year  earlier  (table 
5). 

In  elementary  schools  with  milk  stations 
increases  in  milk  consumption  per  pupil 
were  greatest  in  grades  4  through  8  during 
1955-56  as  compared  to  the  previous  school 
year.  Some  of  the  schools  offered  instruc- 
tion for  grades  kindergarten  through  3  (K-3), 
others  for  K-4,  others  for  K-6,  others  for 
K-8,  others  for  grades  4-8;  others  for 
grades  5-8;  others  for  grades  6-8,  and  still 
others  for  grades  9  through  12. 

After  these  substantial  increases  in  milk 
consumption  in  the  elementary  schools  ap- 
preciable differences  still  showed  up  in  the 
per  capita  intake  at  the  various  grade  levels 
(table  5).  Such  differences  in  average  daily 
consumption  might  be  expected  because  of 
the  varying  age  and  activity  levels. 

Times  of  Service. --The  effect  of  fre- 
quency  of  service  on  the  level  of  consump- 


tion of  milk  in  schools  was  evaluated.  The 
premise  was  that  milk  consumption  in 
schools  serving  milk  at  noon  and  at  addi- 
tional times  during  the  day  would  increase 
more  than  in  schools  serving  milk  only  at 
noon.  Elementary  schools  in  St.  Louis  with 
cafeterias  served  milk  at  noon  only  during 
September  1954-February  1955.  This  made 
it  possible  to  use  this  period  as  a  base  for 
comparison  with  milk  consumption  for  Sep- 
tember 1955-February  1956,  when  additional 
servings  were  offered.  Therefore,  the  per- 
centage changes  in  consumption  for  schools 
serving  milk  at  noon  and  recess  reflect  the 
effect  of  increased  availability  of  milk,  as 
well  as  a  decrease  in  price  during  the 
period  September  through  February  of  the 
1955-56  school  year. 

Increases  in  consumption  of  non-meal 
milk  from  September-February  1954-55  to 
September-February  1955-56  were  sub- 
stantially larger  in  elementary  schools 
with  cafeterias  which  made  milk  available 
at  additional  times  during  the  day  than  in 
schools  serving  milk  at  noon  only  (table  6). 

The  larger  percentage  increase  in  con- 
sumption in  schools  offering  milk  at  addi- 
tional   times    during   the   day   confirms    the

premise  that  increased  availability  results 
in  a  rise  in  the  level  of  consumption,  other 
factors  being  equal.  During  March- June 
1956,  when  times  of  service  were  not  in- 
creased but  were  comparable  to  the  same 
period  of  the  previous  year,  consumption 
increases  were  greater  in  schools  offering 
milk  at  noon  and  additional  times  during  the 
day  than  in  schools  offering  milk  only  at 
noon.  But,  the  difference  in  the  rate  of 
increase  was  not  so  pronounced  as  during 
the  period  September  through  February 
when  the  effect  of  greater  frequency  of 
service  was  evaluated.  Milk  consumption 
with  meals  increased  in  schools  serving 
milk  at  noon  only  and  decreased  in  schools 
serving  milk  at  noon  and  additional  times 
during  the  day  in  the  period  September  1955 


through  February  1956  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Milk  con- 
sumption with  meals  remained  the  same  in 
both  those  schools  serving  milk  at  noon 
only  and  those  schools  serving  milk  at  noon 
and  additional  times  during  the  day  for  the 
period  March  through  June  1956  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year. 

Elementary  schools  with  milk  stations 
offered  milk  only  at  morning  recess  during 
both  the  1954-55  and  1955-56  school  years. 
Although  no  additional  times  of  service  were 
made  available  during  the  1955-56  school 
year,  milk  consumption  per  pupil  increased 
appreciably  as  compared  to  the  previous 
year.  This  substantial  increase  in  the 
average  daily  per  capita  consumption  of 
milk  is  associated  with  a  price  reduction. 


CHANGES  IN  MILK  CONSUMPTION  IN 
LOS  ANGELES  CITY  SCHOOLS 


In  September  1955,  Los  Angeles  city 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  entered 
the  Special  Milk  Program,  and  the  price 
charged  pupils   was    reduced   substantially. 


In  addition,   the    size    of   container   was   in- 
creased from  a  half-pint  to  one-third  quart. 
During    the    1954-55    school   year,    pupils 
in  the   elementary    schools   were  charged  6

cents  for  the  first  half-pint  of  non-meal 
milk,  and  8  cents  for  the  second  half-pint. 
The  weighted  average  price  per  half-pint 
for  the  year  was  6.1  cents  per  half-pint 
or  8.1  cents  per  one-third  quart  equivalent. 
During  the  1955-56  school  year,  the  price 
charged  pupils  for  one -third  quart  of  milk 
was  5  cents. 

In  the  1955-56  school  year,  milk  con- 
sumption both  with  and  without  meals  in- 
creased per  pupil  in  elementary  schools 
with  cafeterias.  The  price  of  the  complete 
meal,  which  was  the  same  during  both 
school  years,  included  a  carton  of  milk. 
In  extended  day  care  centers,  milk  con- 
sumption was  appreciably  greater  during 
the  1955-56  school  year  than  during  the 
1954-55  school  year,  and  in  the  schools 
with  milk  stations  (no  cafeteria  service) 
consumption  of  milk  was  up  in  the  1955-56 
school  year  (table  7). 

In  both  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools, 
when  the  price  was  reduced  from  8  cents 
per  half-pint  (10.7  cents  for  one -third  quart 


equivalent)  to  5  cents  per  one-third  quart, 
a  large  increase  in  consumption  occurred 
in  the  1955-56  school  year  as  compared 
with  a  year  earlier. 

While  it  is  apparent  that  price  and  in- 
creased container  size  had  a  marked  effect 
on  milk  consumption  in  these  Los  Angeles 
schools,  there  were  additional  influencing 
factors. 

Income  Level. --The  same  assumptions 
on  the  influence  of  income  level  on  milk 
consumption  in  the  St.  Louis  schools  were 
set  forth  for  Los  Angeles:  It  was  assumed 
that  pupils  from  low-income  areas  consumed 
less  milk  per  capita  because  of  limited 
financial  resources  than  those  from  high- 
income  areas  and,  with  a  reduction  in  price, 
pupils  from  low-income  areas  would  in- 
crease consumption.  These  assumptions 
were  substantiated  in  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  schools;  but,  in  the  senior  high 
schools,  milk  consumption  was  greatest  in 
the  low-income  group  before  the  price 
reduction     and    a    relatively    greater     con- 
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sumption  increase  occurred  in  the  middle- 
income  group  (table  8). 

Although  the  quantity  of  milk  given  free 
to  pupils  was  relatively  small,  an  increase 
took  place  in  total  quantities  donated  to 
pupils  in  elementary  schools  serving  low- 
income  districts  and  a  decrease  in  milk 
consumption  with  meals  in  areas  of  mid- 
dle-income during  the  1955-56  school  year 
as  compared  with  the  previous  school  year. 
The  quantity  of  milk  donated  to  pupils  in 
high-income  districts  remained  constant 
during  the  two  school  years. 

A  greater  increase  in  the  rate  of  con- 
sumption of  milk  was  found  in  junior  high 
schools  than  in  the  elementary  grades.  This 
greater  rise  was  largely  accounted  for  by 
a  much  smaller  consumption  of  milk  in 
junior  high  schools  of  the  low-income  areas 
during  the  1954-55  school  year. 

In  senior  high  schools,  the  largest  in- 
crease in  consumption  during  the  1955-56 
school  year  took  place  in  those  schools 
serving  middle-income  districts.  This  re- 
action in  consumption  of  milk  by  pupils 
from  low-income  districts,  somewhat  con- 
trary to  that  experienced  in  other  grade 
levels,  may  be  attributed  to  a  larger  base 
in  the  earlier  year. 

In  both  elementary  and  secondary  schools, 
relatively  greater  increases  in  consumption 
of  milk  from  one  income  group  over  that  of 
another  during  the  1955-56  school  year 
brought  consumption  rates  per  pupil  among 


the  three  income  groups  relatively  closer 
together.  Although  the  1955-56  school  year 
was  characterized  by  a  leveling  off  of 
average  daily  consumption  per  pupil,  the 
rate  of  consumption  increase  from  all 
income  levels  depended  largely  on  the 
consumption  base  in  the  earlier  year. 

Milk  consumption  with  meals  in  elemen- 
tary schools  increased  in  all  3  income 
areas,  but  increased  most  in  the  low-income 
groups.  This  also  reflects  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  meals  served  to  pupils  from 
all  income  levels. 

Educational  Level  of  Adults. --Again  it 
was  assumed  that  pupils  from  areas  in 
which  the  educational  level  of  adults  was 
relatively  low  would  have  a  low  milk 
consumption  rate  and  would  respond  more 
readily  to  a  price  reduction  than  pupils 
from  the  high- educational  level  areas.  This 
held  true  for  the  elementary  and  junior  high 
schools;  but  senior  high  school  pupils  in 
the  middle -educational  districts  increased 
their  consumption  most  (table  9). 

Educational  level  of  adults  in  the  districts 
served  by  schools  had  a  more  noticeable 
influence  on  the  rate  of  milk  consumption 
by  pupils  in  junior  high  schools  than  it  did 
on  pupils  in  elementary  schools.  Pupils  in 
junior  high  schools  serving  districts  falling 
into  the  low-  and  middle -educational  groups 
increased  their  consumption  appreciably 
more  than  those  in  the  high- educational 
level  districts  during  1955-56.  The  propor-

tionately  greater  increase  in  milk  consump- 
tion in  the  low-  and  middle- educational  level 
districts  in  both  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  schools  brought  average  daily  con- 
sumption per  pupil  in  the  lower  level  dis- 
tricts relatively  closer  to  that  in  the  high 
districts.  The  consumption  of  milk  with 
meals  also  increased  in  the  elementary 
schools  during  1955-56. 

In  senior  high  schools,  the  greatest  in- 
crease in  milk  consumption  during  1955-56 
was  among  pupils  from  the  middle-educa- 
tional level  districts.  As  average  daily 
consumption  per  pupil  was  about  the  same 
in  all  3  educational  level  groups  in  the 
senior  high  schools  during  the  1954-55 
school  year,  the  increase  reflects  a  greater 
response  by  pupils  from  the  middle-educa- 
tional level  districts  when  price  was  re- 
duced. 

Size  of  School.- -Largest  consumption  in- 
creases occurred  in  small  and  medium- 
sized  elementary  and  junior  high  schools 
in  1955-56  as  compared  to  a  year  earlier 
(table  10).  Since  the  average  daily  rate  of 
consumption  per  pupil  in  the  elementary 
schools  was  about  the  same  in  all  3  size 
groups  during  the  1954-55  school  year, 
the  data  indicate  that  pupils  in  the  smaller 
schools  were  slightly  more  responsive  to 
a  price  reduction  than  was  the  case  for 
those  in  the  larger-sized  schools.  The 
increase  in  consumption  of  milk  with  meals 
in     1955-56     in     elementary     schools     was 


greatest  in  the  large  schools.  The  relatively 
large  increase  in  consumption  of  milk  with 
meals  in  the  large  schools  in  1955-56, 
offsets  in  part  the  smaller  increase  in 
consumption  of  non-meal  milk. 

Substantial  increases  in  the  rate  of  con- 
sumption took  place  among  junior  high 
school  students  from  all  3  size  classifica- 
tions during  1955-56;  however,  consump- 
tion increases  were  greatest  in  the  small 
schools.  These  consumption  increases  in 
the  small  junior  high  schools  during  1955-56 
tended  to  reduce  differences  in  the  level  of 
milk  intake  that  prevailed  during  1954-55 
among  pupils  in  the  small- sized  schools 
and  those  in  the  larger  ones.  In  the  senior 
high  schools,  consumption  increased  most 
in  the  medium-sized  schools. 

Grade  Level.- -An  examination  was  made 
of  the  data  to  determine  whether  there  was 
any  appreciable  difference  in  the  level  of 
per  capita  consumption  of  milk  in  the 
different  grade  levels  of  Los  Angeles  city 
schools.  Findings  indicate  that  price  reduc- 
tion and  grade  level  of  pupils  are  closely 
associated  in  their  influence  on  milk  con- 
sumption (table  11).  The  biggest  increase 
in  consumption  was  in  grade  levels  7  to  12. 
This  particular  sharp  increase  is  associated 
with  the  fact  that  price  reductions  were 
greater  than  in  the  elementary  grades  of 
kindergarten  through  6,  and  that  the  con- 
sumption base  was  lowest  for  grades  7 
through    12.   Some    schools    in    Los    Angeles 
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give  instruction  for  kindergarten  through 6, 
others  for  grades  7  through  12,  others  for 
grades  7  through  9,  others  for  grades  10 
through  12,  and  others  for  grades  9  through 
12.  Schools  teaching  all  grade  levels  ex- 
perienced increases  in  the  level  of  milk 
consumption  in  1955-56.  As  average  daily 
consumption  per  pupil  during  the  1954-55 
school  year  in  grades  7  through  12  was 
about  half  that  in  the  other  grade  levels, 
the  relatively  larger  increase  in  consump- 
tion in  milk  in  grades  7  to  12  brought  the 
consumption  level  in  these  grades  closer 
to  that  in  other  grade  levels. 

Availability.- -During   the  1955-56  school 
year,  pupils  in  elementary  schools  with  cafe- 


terias serving  milk  at  noon  and  one  addi- 
tional time  during  the  day  increased  their 
average  daily  consumption  of  non-meal  milk 
more  than  twice  as  much  as  pupils  in  schools 
serving  milk  only  at  noon.  Pupils  in  schools 
serving  milk  at  noon  and  two  additional  times 
during  the  day  increased  their  consumption 
by  the  same  amount.  Milk  consumption  in 
elementary  schools  with  milk  stations,  (no 
cafeteria  service)  serving  milk  at  morning 
recess  and  at  noon,  increased  by  about  the 
same  amount  as  that  in  schools  serving  milk 
at  noon  and  additional  times  during  the  day 
in  1955-56  (table  12). 

Pupils    in  junior    and  senior  high  schools 
serving    milk  with  the   noon  meal   and  two

their  average  daily  consumption  more  than 
pupils  in  those  schools  serving  milk  at 
noon  and  one  additional  time  during  the 
day.  The  exceptionally  large  increase  in 
consumption  by  junior  high  school  pupils 
in  those  schools  serving  milk  at  noon  and 
two  additional  times  during  the  day  is  due 
in  part  to  a  low  consumption  base  in  the 
1954-55  school  year. 

Chocolate  Drink. --In  some  Los  Angeles 
schools,  chocolate  drink  as  well  as  plain 
fluid  milk  was  available  to  children.  In 
this  study,  chocolate  drink  was  not  included 
in  the  milk  consumption  figures  for  any 
schools.  However,  a  special  tabulation  was 
made  of  chocolate  drink  and  plain  milk 
consumption  to  determine  the  rates  of  in- 
crease when  both  were  combined  (table  15). 
In    those    junior     and    senior    high    schools 


serving  the  item,  chocolate  drink  sales 
represented  about  half  the  combined  con- 
sumption of  plain  milk  and  chocolate  drink 
in  1954-55,  but  in  elementary  schools,  aver- 
age per  pupil  consumption  of  plain  milk  was 
8  times  the  per  pupil  rate  for  chocolate  drink. 
In  1955-56,  the  price  of  chocolate  drink 
remained  at  about  the  previous  years*  price, 
because  assistance  under  the  Special  Milk 
Program  is  limited  to  milk  meeting  State 
or  local  standards  for  whole  milk.  When 
the  price  of  plain  milk  was  reduced  in 
1955-56,  there  was  a  significant  decrease 
in  chocolate  drink  sales  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools  and  a  smaller  decrease 
in  the  elementary  schools.  Consumption  of 
plain  milk  increased  substantially  in  those 
schools  serving  chocolate  drink,  with  the 
most  notable  gains  occurring  in  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.

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APPENDIX  A- -METHODOLOGY 

Data  were  adjusted  for  average  daily  attendance  andnumber  of  days  milk  was  served 
in  all  cases.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  participating  in  the  Special  Milk  Program 
was  known;  however,  the  number  drinking  milk  was  not  determined. 

Data  were  categorized  by  size  of  school,  income  and  educational  level  of  adults  in 
the  area  served  by  the  schools,  grade  level  of  the  pupils,  and  times  of  service.  Schools 
were  assigned  a  classification  code  for  each  of  the  categories.  Three  levels  of  attendance 
were  used  as  a  measure  of  the  size  of  school.  The  median  income  of  Los  Angeles  families 
and  St.  Louis  families  and  unrelated  individuals  and  the  educational  level  of  persons  25 
years  old  and  over  in  the  area  served  by  the  schools  was  used  to  classify  schools  into 
one  of  three  income  and  educational  categories --high,  middle,  and  low.  Census  tracts 
corresponding  to  the  area  served  by  the  school  furnished  a  basis  for  determining  the 
income  and  educational  level  for  each  school.
